R. N. Gav it, meter in spector for 
the commission , was in the city to­ 
day 
obtain in g data 
reg ardin g the 
dispu te between the city an d the I. 
& C. an d took the meter that was in 
the traction station back to In dian ­ 
apolis with him for in spection . The 
hearin g before the commission will 
depen d on the report of the meter in ­ 
spector. 


The dispu te ov er the w ater ren tal 
dates back to 19 12 an d the bill in 
dispu te, amou n tin g to .$108 , is for 
w ater from Sept. 1, 19 12 to Dec. 1, 
19 13. Prev iou s to this the traction 
compan y states that the bills were 
v ery reason able bu t with this bill the 
amou n ts beg an to in crease, 
in fact, 
it is stated, the bills dou bled with 
each qu arter. 


An effort was made to settle with 
the old cou n cil bu t n othin g was ev er 
don e an d as a fin al effort to 
settle 
the m atter the pu blic serv ice com­ 
mission was appealed to. 
The I. & 
C. asked that a n ew meter be placed 
in the bu ildin g by the old cou n cil an d 
that it stan d for three mon ths, an d 
let this 
readin g be 
taken for an 
av erag e. 
This was n ev er don e an d 
the 
m atter ran alon g for ov er a y ear. 
All the other bills for 
w ater were 
paid with the ex ception of this on e. 
When the presen t city 
adm in istra­ 
tion came in power they asked that 
the m eter be in spected. 
Accordin g 
to the city , Hen ry Greg g was em­ 
powered to make the in spection . 
lie 
reported to the 
cou n cil 
that 
the 
m eter 
was 
reg isterin g 
correctly . 
With this report, the cou n cil ordered 
the city treasu rer to collect the old 
bill or order the 
w ater tu rn ed off. 
When this was don e the I. & C. took 
the m atter before the commission .

The traction officials state 
th at they do n ot object to pay in g a 
reason able rate, bu t when at the en d 
of ev ery qu arter the amou n t of the 
bill was dou bled ov er th at of the 
Co ntinued o n P a g e 4.

Professor Raber has tried in the lo­ 
cal hig h school an d which he be­ 
liev es will be su ccessfu l, althou g h it 
has n ot y et had a 
su fficien t 
test 
sin ce he ju st stated in this school 
y ear. 


The ex perimen t con sists of the in ­ 
stitu tion in the first y ear of the hig h 
school a cou rse in g en eral 
scien ce, 
rather than a specifit cou rse in on e 
scien ce, which makes it possible for 
the pu pil to g et a g en eral idea of 
scien ce, bu t at the same time n ot 
delv e deeply in an y on e bran ch. 


So fa r as is kn own , the ex perimen t 
has n ot .been tried elsewhere, an d if 
the plan prov es practical an d ben e­ 
ficial, it mean s the local teacher will 
be a pathfin der in prog ressiv e school 
methods. 
The proposal has all of 
the earm arks of bein g 
on e 
which 
will be g en erally accepted- in school 
cu rricu lu ms if it prov es to be all that 
is claimed for it. 


Prof. B aber su mmarizes the a d­ 
v an tag es of his plan as follows:

At the ou tset Prof. Raber refers 
to the u su al av ersion of school offi­ 
cials to in n ov ation s in school cu rricu ­ 
lu m s an d 
the 
frequ en t 
mistaken 
“idea that con serv ation is a sy n on y m 
for wisdom.” 
Bu t on ce in a while, 
he say s, some n ew su bject 
actu ally 
forces its way in to the school sy s­ 
tem— an d then an other v ictory is re­ 
corded in the n ame of more efficien t 
schools 
He cites the cases of mu sic, ag ri­ 
cu ltu re, man u al train in g an d domes­ 
tic scien ce which had a hard stru g g le 
to g ain admission , bu t adds that few 
n ow dou bt the wisdom of their in tro­ 
du ction in to the cu rricu lu m. 
Prof. 
Raber declares the belief that the 
same fu tu re lies in store for the n ew 
first y ear scien ce of the hig h school, 
g en eral scien ce. 
Bu t Prof. Raber ev iden tly fodn d the 
school board here prog ressiv e 
an d 
willin g to take u p n ew methods, for 
last fall his idea was pu t on trial. He

Poor crops, 
low prices for products sold, poor 
stock, failure to work and unused 
capital are given a s the main ca uses 
contributing to their failure. 
The 
income of the farmer who owns his 
farm is in direct proportion to his 
capital and the size of his farm. Men 
owning small farms often materially 
increase their incomes by 
renting 
additional land. 
The tenant’s'income 
is in direct proportion to the risk lie 
assumes. 
On the cash basis his in­ 
come is greater in a good y ear and 
less in a poor y ear than when he 
rents on the share basis. 
Approx i­ 
mately one-third of the total farm 
551 ex pense is for labor, and for this 
reason the “ family size” farm is the 
most desirable; that is one provides 
just a fa ir amount o f work for the 
farmer and his sons and permits the 
best use of men, horses 
and 
ma­ 
chinery . 


On the “ crop farm” where 50 per 
cent or over of the total farm re­ 
ceipts are derived from the sale of 
grain, and the live stock farm wlieri 
the farmer feeds most of his crops 
the latter proved a mi.ch better in- 
v .; fmtnt, though the ’’ i t that they 
were usually larger than the “ crop 
farm” contributed something to thi 
result. 
But the average live-stock 
farmer under similar conditions had 
a labor income of $750.

prev ious 
one 
ev er held in Indiana. 
The v arious 
delegations could 
yell 
themselv es 
hoarse unheeded by the 
chairman, 
and the chairman himself, 
a lw a ys an 
object of pity before a 
conv ention 
is ov er, could discard his gav el and 
engage in 
conv ersation with 
the 
politicians seated.about him. 
One suggestion was that the state 
committee install in the hall a system 
of telephones, with lines extending 
from the chairman's stand to each 
district. As the v ote of each county 
was ask ed, that county’s chairman 
could walk to the phone and in an 
ordinary v oice announce the 
v ote. 
It would go direct to the secretary, 
and an announcer with a megaphone 
at the secretary’s side could tell the 
assembled delegates the result. 


Henley lik ed the idea, 
it appealed 
to him for the reason it apparently 
would do away with much of 
the 
confusion that 
slo ws up conv ention 
procedure. 
conducted at 
the 
recent Democratic conv ention, 
the 
announcer in the center of the hall 
is addressed by the chairman, who 
a s k s him to call for the v ote of each 
county, who in turn calls out to the 
announcer in the center. 
That man 
then 
a d d r e s s e s the chairman, who 
repeats to the secretary at his side. 
An announcer at 
the 
chairman’s 
stand then repeats to the conv ention. 
Because of the continued “root­ 
ing” for noiniee it is at nniny times 
impossible to proceed. 
Many times 
last Thursday the conv ention 
w a s 
held up for ten minutes at a time 
while v arious delegations attempted 
to drown other delegations or stam­ 
pede the conv ention. 
Senator Kern 
became so hoarse he 
could not be 
heard and was reliev ed. 
The an- 
bouncer in the center alternated with 
another man until both 
gav e out, 
and then a thrill man took their 
places. 
This inexperienced man did 
not k now where the counties were 
located. 
Votes were misunderstood 
and had to he repeated. 
Men who 
had no right called out the v ote for 
counties and then mixed with the 
crowd and were not seen. 
Possibly it would detract much 
from the picturesqueness of the con­ 
v ention to dispense with

nouncer in the <*enter and to stop 
the high-toned calling, hut Mr. Hen­ 
ley was inclined to think that this 
wouldn’t be any 
irreparable loss. 
Ilenley, who is

best of care of the press. 
lie will

telephones and says he

Another innov ation will he the dis­ 
tribution of tick ets. 
Formerly they 
could only be obtained through coun­ 
ty or district chairmen. 
This will be

hav ing just come from the printer. 
The secretary has waited for the 
Democratic conv ention to leav e the 
spot light, and today for the first 
time began work on' the details at 
the conv ention.

or insane, and Whether they are under 
guardianship because of unsoundness 
of mind. 
< >. K*. Wald, assistant in the office 
of the Marion county clerk, intimat- I 
ed it was asking a good deal of an 
imbecile to have him admit he was 
such, even if he was capable to judge. 
The average applicant upon hearing 
the above questions read smiles a 
superior smile at his proposed mate, 
acknowledges by his attitude that the 
questions are merely a formality, and 
I lien answers “no.” 
Wahl said that only the honesty 
of the applicant of a “tip” from some 
charity organization or similar so­ 
ciety could bo relied upon to obtain, 
enforcement <>l this “eugenic” marri­ 
age law. There is no case on record 
in which an applicant, •unchailanged. 
admitted that he was an imbecile or 
shat he had a venereal disease. When 
confronted by some one who knows, 
the applicant may confess. 
If he 
don’t confess, if is taken before the 
circuit judge, who may order a physi­ 
cal examination. This lias been done 
often in Marion county, ‘Wald said.
